MILLEB’S CASE 


W ashington, Sept. 21.—The case of As 
sistant Forem an W. A, Miller, of the gov­ 
ernment printing office, who was • rein­ 
stated in his po.sitloD by order of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelti after lie had been dis­ 
missed be.^auce of his expulsion from the 
Local Book Binders’ union, came up for 
informal discussion at a meeting to day 
of the executive council of the American 
Federation of Ijabor. No statem ent could 
be oWained a t the conclusion of the day’s 
proceedings. 


A new' feature of the case occurred 
when President W hitmore, of the Stereo- 
typers’ union employed by the government 
printing office, petitioned President Gom- 
pers In favor of Miller, urging him not 
to give support of the federation to the 
petition to President Roosevelt asking 
Miller’s removal sent<^ut as a memorial 
form the Central I.«iibor union of this city, 
and which it is said W hitmore charac­ 
terized a.s a blunder. 
Whitmore is a R«.- 
publican, al.ao one of the most prominent 
union men of the city. 
It i.s said other 
.:trong union men in 
the 
government 
printing office will join W hitmore in his 
.stand. 


The president's attitude toward union 
labor came up before Columbia Typo- 
^^raphical union yesterday in the form of 
a resolution criticising his cour.se in the 
Miller case. The purport of the resolution 
is very sim ilar to that adopted by the 
Central I^Jior union. Action on the reso­ 
lution, however, was indefinitely post­ 
poned following a statem ent by a member 
that a conference on the subject w'as soon 
to be held between President Roosevelt 
and prominctit labor leaders and any 
action in the meantime would be Inop­ 
portune. 


W ashington, Sept. 21.—The Central L a­ 
bor union to night took supplemental ac­ 
tion in the case of W. A. Miller and 
adopted strong resolutions which were 
:;ent to President Roosevelt urging Miller’s 
dismissal. 
The union earnestly requests 
the president to modify his orders of last 
July to Secretary Cortelyou, in which 
the president says there shall be no dis­ 
crimination between union and non-union 
labor, and they further petition that "W. 
A. Miller, assistant foreman in the bind­ 
ery of the government printing office, be 
dismissed to promote the efficiency of the 
service on charges made by the Book 
Binders’ union, which prove his unfitness 
for a public servant.”

A committee consisting of John R. Rob­ 
ertson, Thomas Crouse, of Murrayvllle.:

The bistory of live stock breeding is 
largely a bistory of variation and Im­ 
provement. New breeds bave come 
forward from time to time In all kinds 
of live stock. As a rule these bave 
been the result of some locality's selec­ 
tion of animals adapted to its needs 
and their constant Improvement Aside 
from the poultry Industry, which has 
been enriched by a number of “made” 
breeds, the i>ew breeds bave not sprung 
from any man’s;fancy,.bjit from many 
men’s needs. They were first found 
useful by .many* then bred with, such 
skill and to such uniformity that they 
Igscame entitled, to breed distinction. 
Every now aud then we see men com­ 
ing forward with some. new idea In 
breeding, the product of which they at­ 
tempt to establish as a separate breed- 
They are rarely successful. . An indi­ 
vidual fancy is not as a rule based on 
the brood foundation of usefulness to 
the many, which is an essential to pop­ 
ularity. New breeders are apt to be at­ 
tracted by these so called breeds and 
usually to their sorrow. T*hey waste 
time and money on something for 
which no general demand exists after 
tbey have it. when they might be rais- 
?»* and selling animals whose breed 
recommends them to a certain extent. 
There are now breeds enough to fulfill 
the needs of every land and cUme and 
breeds that have a heritage of genera­ 
tions of selection for some purpose as 
assurance of excellence and uniforiu- 
ity. Better join hands with the breed- 
era and lmprovers of these than to ueel: 
Ifsame new thing” which Is. likely to 
show you more about tbe.law of varia­ 
tion than anything else.—Farm and 
Ranch.

not confine itself to fruit-trees. Those 
who may bave a collection of .flowering 
shrubs oo ittjeir groon4s.may find it on 
somejof. those ^bushes.' Many shrubs 
belong to ^the-samernatural order as the 
greater number of fruits do, and these 
tpke the scale just as qndckly. The Py- 
rus japonlca, or fire bush, as many call 
it .because of its flame colored flowers. 
Is the delight of t|»e scale, Oo many 
private grounds where It had been in 
Use a* an ornamental hedge, it has been 
necessary to root it out and burn it to 
get. rid of the scale. Osa^e orange 
hedges have met the same fate. These 
two plants are but a Small portion of 
those liable to become infested. Every 
shrub should be examined at stated 
times. The Russian oUNe» the bladder 
nut. the flowering almonds and many 
Other nice shrub« have carried the pest. 
The scale can be controlled on fruit 
trees and on all bushes if spraying is 
not neglected.—Practical tFarmer.
